W h i l e pointing to im pe rfections 
'.Mr. B ry a n urged that th ey should

T he st a te m e n t follo w s: 
" T he leagu e of n ation s is the 
gr eatest step tow ard peace in a 
th o u s a n d years. 
T h e idea of sub­ 
stit utin g reason for force in the 
se ttle m en t of

dis­ 
putes is in itself an e poc h-m akin g 
advance. 
The c o n stitu tio n of the 
league as ann ounced provides for 
three th i n g s which const itute in 
t h e m s e l v e s an a d v a n ta g e the im ­ 
portance of which scar c e ly can be 
e st Va a ted. Deliberation before war 
the in v estigation of all disputes 
of t liefr kind and character before 
host iliti es begin. 
T his alm ost ends war. 
Ideas in 
ta king for thirty tr e atie s ne goti at­ 
ed by th e United Sta tes with three 
q u a rters of the world. 
Our n a­ 
tion th er e for e gives to the peace 
le a g u e its greatest peace o f mach­ 
inery. 
Second the reduction of 
a r m a m e n t s will 
m a k e tt impos­ 
sible for a nation to prepare for 
war w ith o u t notifying the world 
of its intention. 
Third the aboll- 
sion o f secret treaties which will 
do m u ch to prevent th e com bina­ 
tions which lead to war.

th in g s our nation w ou ld be justi­ 
fied in su pportin g it to the utmost. 
It is not to suppose d that the

influence. 
This in­ 
e qua li ty ought, if possib le to be 
corrected. 
" Sec ond the term s of admission 
to n a tio n s that m ay desi re to join 
hereaft er are not fair. 
To require 
a tw o-third vote to adm it a new 
nation, 
su g g e s ts the social club 
w h etr e a few blackballs m ay keep 
out an unco ngen ia l applicant. The 
qualification for a d m issio n ought 
to be fixed, and th en it ought to 
be m a d e as easy as possible for 
those w ho are qualified to gain 
a(bn^Hsion.

stances 
should the 
consent of 
m o l e tha n a majority be required 
for th e admission of a n y qualified 
nation. 
"T he faults of the constitution 
are fo und to be in its indefinite­ 
ness rath er than in t h in g s posi­ 
tively objectionable. F o r insfance, 
it is not stated with e n o u g h clear­ 
ness that tile Monroe Doctrine is 
preserved. 
Our nation is not ask ­ 
ing to lie permitted to assist In 
the se t tle m e n t of E u ropean dis­ 
putes and ther ef or e it ought not 
to he ask ed to giv e up its para­ 
m o u n t 
influence 
in the western 
heinif phcre. 
Then 
tor 
it ought 
to be definitely stated that a na­ 
tion a s k e d to bec ome a m and a­ 
tory is at liberty to accept or de­ 
cline a g a in, it should be 
made 
d e a r that the league is not to in­ 
terfere in the international affairs 
of the naflons.
